AFTER LONG THOUGHT AND 


REFLECTION 


After reading a hundred different ex- 


planations by political writers of .high de- 
gree concerning the flashing defeat and 
repudiation of the New Deal throughout 
the country at the recent election we turn 
to a letter written by a small town trades- 
man from Wcstchester, New York, as con-^ 
taining in simple but apt language the' 
cause of the remarkable change in public 
sentiment. This letter was written to 
Arthur Krock, famed political writer for 
the New York Times, and published in his 
column.

against the Dies committee which I think 
is producing useful information." 


4. A tendency 
toward 
"dictatorship 


and socialism in Washington." 


5. The constant stirring up of "class 


hatred in the United States" by spokes- 
men for the Administration. 


6. The "undue influence of John L. 


Lewis and the CIO in Washington (in my 
opinion the AFL is O.K.)" 


7. The constant strikes in the country, 


and particularly the sit-down strikes have 
been dealt with "too leniently." 


8. The failure, detail and economics of 


the farm program. 


9. "Too much meddling with business 


and blaming business for everything that 
goes wrong whether they had anything to 
do with it or not." 


10. The President's "party purge," with 


its threat of one-man government. 


11. The Supreme Court Enlargement 


Bill, the Reorganization Bill and the ap- 
pointment of Justice Black to the Supreme 
Court. 


12. The one-sided political make-up of 


congress for six years. 
"I only recently 


realized what a dangerous thing that is." 


13. "When everything is going along 


fairly good, the President or his spokes- 
men suddenly start to tinker with some- 
thing or other, thereby throwing a wrench 
in the machinery." 


14. "The spending of some of my mon- 


ey, raised through the direct income tax 
and indirect levies, among WPA workers 
for political purposes, especially as cam- 
paign funds for the Democratic party; also 
political coercion of these workers. 
Why 


should iny money be used for that? 
It 


doesn't belong to the government for that 
purpose. It's O K. for relief only." 


The wuter of that letter may never 


have finished high school and certainly 
will not obtain the attention of millions 
as he gives a f::clcss fireside chat but he 
must be reckoned wjth by men in our po- 
litical hie for his thinking is straight and 
fair, his loyally to his country stands at 
the hundred rr.ark and his inborn common 
sense polished off by a life of work and 
experience will not perm:* him. to be led 
far astray for vtry long. 


Perhaps our prayers for great men in 


critical governmental positions may be 
modified to a modest tone. 


What better could we pray for than that 


our rulers exhibit the judgment presented 
by the Wcstchcatcr tradesman? 


PLASTERERS AND INTEREST RATES 


The announcement of leading Milwau- 


kee and La Cm?sc banks that on Decem- 
ber 1 they w:ll cut the interest rate they 
pay on savings dcsposits from I1: to 1 per 
cent is following a practice already set up 
in many other cities in the nation. 


The rstcs of interest now being paid 


in the country snow that cheap money, 
long heralded as a cure-all for everything, 
cures nothing. 


Not long ago the plasterers in New 


York who had been receiving $1.50 an 
hour or $12.00 a day for an eight-hour 
day cut their day to six hours and raised 
their price to $2.00 an hour, thus securing, 
as they thought, the same pay for them- 
selves for a shorter day. 
They have al- 


ready become concerned, however, over 
the fact that plastering is becoming a thing 


of the past and so swiftly as to almost 
knock them dizzy. Substitutes-were eas- 
ier to find than anyone anticipated. 


Although the two examples cited above 


represent opposite extremes they tend 
nevertheless to prove the 
same point. 


Business is destroyed as much by cheap- 
ness as by expensiveness. The worker 
who makes plastering so expensive that it 
is cut out of specifications destroys his job. 
The government that makes money so 
cheap that the interest does not pay for the 
hazard is helping to stagnate the very 
market it wished to stimulate. 


When interest rates on savings at banks 


get back to 3 per cent, a justly proven 
sum thoughout the generations, and plast- 
erers do enough work for $12.00 a day so 
that the house builder can afford plaster,- 
\ve will begin to have our machine hitting 
regularly and happily. 


It is not surprising that the plasterer 


craved the same pay for a shorter day nor 
that economists toyed with the notion of 
building prosperity out of cheap money 
but back of these ventures, if people will 
lift the curtain and look, is the great mass 
of our many millions of people who have 
lived by a certain system of relatively fair 
pay all their lives, fair pay for money and 
fair pay for plasterers, and when pay ceas- 
es to be fair one way or the other those 
people withdraw into their shells, to the 
harm of plasterers and to the stagnation 
of business.

Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison — One of Wisconsin's 


most historic houses, the mansion 
supplied by the people of the state 
for their governors, is going to re- 
ceive new occupants within the 
next six weeks. 


The Julius P. Heils of Milwau- 


kee, designated by the voters of 
Wisconsin as the slate's first fam- 
ily, will succeed.the Philip F. La-, 
Follettes sometimes before the in- 
auguration of the 
governor-elect 


on Jan. 2, and thus will the fine old 
residence in the state capital's old- 
est and most distinguished residen- 
tial section receive its thirteenth 
gubernatorial family. 


The "White House of Wisconsin" 


is a historic structure, its history 
long antedating its acquisition by 
the state as the home of its chief 
executives. 


Built in 1856 


It was built at about the time 


that a group of pioneers met in a 
Ripon schoolhouse to form 
the 


Republican party, in 1856. by Jul- 
ius White, who became a general 
in the Union army in the Civil 
war shortly afterward. 


It had a succession 
of distin- 


guished owners and occupants be- 
fore the state acquired it, includ- 
ing Ole Bull, the internationally 
famed musician. 


In 1885 the state legislature au- 


thorized purchase of the house as 
the official residence of the gov- 
ernor, and 
Governor 
Jeremiah 


Rusk, who paid $15,000 for it, sold 
it to the state for $20,000 after ex- 
tensive improvements 
had been 


made. 


While most governors were old 


men with grown children, during 
six recent years youngsters have 
occupied the dwelling, the children 
of Governor and Mrs. LaFollette, 
one of whom was born there in the 
governor's second term. 


Only Two Democrats 


Curiously 
enough, 
only 
two 


Democratic governors have occu- 
pied the house, George W. Peck 
and A. G. Schmedeman. The La- 
Follettes, father and son, lived in 
it for 12 years.

Governors Hoard, Upham, Scofield, 
Davidson, 
McGovern, 
Phillipp, 


Blaine, and Kohler. 


Mrs. Julius P. Heil, who will be 


the new mistress of the mansion, 
recalled recently that Mrs. Walter 
J. Kohler, during her 
residence 


there, had the house refurnished 
with plumbing fixtures manufac- 
tured by her husband. Mrs. Heil 
suggested that the mansion could 
be improved by the installation of 
an oil burner of the type manufac- 
tured by her husband.

"That is the 
American ideal."

. efforts have been placed, trying to 
Ifeet them X-rayed and to give the 


parents some helpful suggestions on 
general healthful living. 


"Every adult who has a history 


of tuberculosis in the family should 
be X-rayed. . . . Adults working 
with children, including parents, 
teachers, nurses, and ' school bus 
drivers should be skin tested and 
X-rayed if positive. 


"One cannot place too much stress 


on the education of adults on the 
value of skin testing and X-raying. 
The fact that the high school stu- 
dents were unwilling to take the 
test proves the need of education 
among them. Because it is among 
the young adults that the largest 
number of cases are discovered, 
high school students should be care- 
•i fully tested and watched."

Lawrence 
race or creed. It 


was intended, of course, that the 
message should be road abroad, 
and unquestionably the promi- 
nence given it in the newspapers 
of France and Great Britain which 
circulate in Germany will spread 
the news, even though it is not 
printed in the German press. 


As for the German newspapers, 


however, they have been whipping 
themselves into such a furious pas- 
sion about what America is say- 
ing that the German people cannot 
fail to read between the lines and 
realize that the whole world is 
disturbed again by the use of auto- 
cratic power in Germany. Many per- 
sons are alive in Germany today 
who remember quite well how the 
kaiser's government tried to mini- 
mize what America thought on war 
issues, and, when 2,000.000 Ameri- 
can troops did get to Europe, the 
news was of amazing importance in 
breaking down the morale of the 
German armies. 


Will Affect Trade 


Something of the same thing may 


be expected to happen again. Little 
by little, the German people -will 
hear of how the whole world is 
lining up against Germany, and 
they will begin 
to wonder how 


long it will be before the processes 
of economic and social law will af- 
fect the opportunities for trade 
and, indeed, sustenance under even 
the best laid plans of self-suffi- 
ciency. 


From the standpoint of the Amer- 


ican government, the issue that 
has arisen is not what the German 
press thinks—merely a reflection 
of 
Jewish 
resentment. Stephen 


Early, the able and alert secretary 
to the president, was quick to 
make clear to the reporters the 
very day after 
Mr. Roosevelt's 


Btatement was published that it re- 
ferred equally to anti-Catholic ac- 
tivities in Germany as to the anti- 
Jewish rioting. 


But the issuance of the statement 


vras not occasioned -by 
pressure 


from either the Catholic or Jewish 
groups of citizens in America. 
It 


came as a result of a spontaneous 
expression of horror which arsoe 
from all classes and from followers 
of all religions and creeds. Indeed, 
U the nazis have any doubt as to 
how far-reaching their actions have 
been in alienating American opin- 
ion, they need only read the brave 
editorial written by the "New York 
Staats Zeitung," one of the most 
important German langauge news- 
papers in America, which is own- 
ed by a non-Jewish family of dis- 
tinction in the service of America. 


Protests To Continue 


This editorial reflects the uneasi- 


ness, indeed the unhappiness 
of 


Americans of German extraction 
and ancestry who realize that what 
is now done in the name of Ger- 
many is not representative of the 
humanitarian and cultural life of 
that great nation. Protests 
from 


German-American groups will no 
doubt continue now to accumulate, 
lor they are one of the most effec- 
tive ways possible to transmit to the 
German people a 
knowledge of 


what is happening in America. 


Incidentally, Americans who are 


enraged over nazi behavior iniRht 
dp well not to jump to the conclu- 
sion that Americans with German 
names have the slightest sympathy 
with anti-Semitism or anti-Catho- 
licism or with fascist actions. While 
it is true that the nazi governmen; 
has made some inroads in lining up 
some pro-fascist sentiment here and 
there among Germans in the United 
States, the movement is relatively 
small and it is another sign of the 
ineptitude of the nazi government 
that it thinks Americans of Ger- 
man parentace or birth favor any 
system of government which de- 
stroys freedom. 


Americans of German parentage 


have played a frrcat part in the life 
of the United States, and, long be- 
fore there was any racial or religi- 
ous question, those who fled from 
political persecution in Gcrmanv 
were given a place of refuge in this 
country. Jt is rather amusing to 
note the argument of some of the 
German newspapers that.

cans should not intrude in strictly

Others have had 
nightmares when they went to bed 
soon after eating heavy meals.

precht was 
puzzled 
about two 


Babylonian tablets when he went 
to bed one night. While he slept, 
he had a dream in which an old 
Babylonian priest spoke to him, 
and told him the meaning of the 
tablets. Waking up quickly after 
that, the professor 
was able to 


solve the problem which had puz- 
zled him the night before. 


That is only one of many cases 


in which 
people 
have 
figured 


things 
out during 
sleep. 
Even 


though we are resting, something 
goes on in the brain while we are 
asleep.

Now only two— 
a 1- and 5-cent emergency issue 
for Hopei, Chahar and Shansi— 
have the sanction of the Chinese 
central government. Most of the 
others are already obsolete and 
may never find their way into oc- 
cidental stamp catalogs. 


Many of these crude, ungummed. 


imperforate provisional issues have 
symbolized the cooperation of Chi- 
nese nationalism and communism 
by including in their designs both 
the five-pointed star of the Reds 
and the 12-pointed sun emblem of 
the Kuamintang (National People's 
party.) 


The Red star, however, does not 


appear on the Hopei-Chahar-Shan- 
si Border government 2-stamp issue 
which the Chinese government is 
permitting until the regular Chi- 
nese stamps can be sent into this 
isolated area in the north. The 1- 
cent is printed in lavender, the 5- 
cent in a reddish brown. It is re- 
ported that they are being sold in 
blocks of 100 and 40, which might 
mean they were printed in sheets 
of these sizes. 


1 
The common design of these two 


stamps is obviously inspired by the 
Sun Yat-sen and martyrs issues of 
China, with the Kuomintang sun 
emblem ep'arged to take the place 
of a central portrait. 
1 The 
Wutaishan 
provisional, a 


blue, square, five cent stamp, was 
pictured and described in this col- 
umn last April. Today it is con- 
sidered extremely rare, even in 
China. It is printed in dull blue 
ink on a soft laid paper from a 
hand-cut woodblock, and the de- 
sign embodies the lower half of 
the Kuomintang emblem. The Ara- 
bic "5" appears only once and there 
is a crude zigzag border. Wutai- 
shan, or Wutai Holy Mountain, 
where this stamp was issued, is in 
northern Shansi. 


A larger stamp of horizontal rect- 


angular shape and five-cent value 
was issued in Lmgshow county, Ho- 
pei. 
This stamp, likewise printed 


from a crude wood-block, ungum- 
med and imperforate, is in red ink. 
The design shows the Kuomintang 
sun in the lower right corner, cen- 
tered by thc value figure and radi- 
ating beams between two of which 
sparkles the five-pointed Red star 
The main inscription occupies a 
diagonal panel. 


Another issue was m use in Ping- 


shan county, Hopei, from December 
1937, to July, 1938. This consisted of 
three values—1-, 2-, and 5-cent— 
of similar but slightly 
different 


square designs, again of the hand- 
cut woodblock imperforate sort.
